CHARLES  A.  LEE 
EXPLAINS  RECENT 
COUNTY  SURVEY 

SUPERINTENDENT  TELLS  SCHOOL 

BOARDS  REDISTRICTING  WILL 
IMPROVE  CONDITIONS. 

That  better  educational  facilities  than 
can  bo  had  under  the  present  organiza¬ 
tion  will  be  provided  if  the  suggestions 
of  the  recent  survey  of  Nodaway  Coun¬ 
ty  are  followed,  was  the  opinion  ex¬ 
pressed  by  Charles  A.  Lee,  State  Sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Schools,  in  an  address 
to  school  board  members  of  the  coun¬ 
ty  and  others  nterested  in  education, 
given  in  the  auditorium  of  the  College, 
Wednesday,  September  28,  at  two 
o’clock. 

The  plan  suggested  by  the  survey 
provides  for  five  senior  high  schools  to 
take  the  place  of  fifteen  that  now  ex¬ 
ist  in  the  county.  The  inequalities  that 
now  exist,  Mr.  Lee  says,  will  be  cor¬ 
rected"  by  the  formation  of  larger  dis¬ 
tricts.  Tlie  complete  findings  of  the  sur¬ 
vey  made  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  in  cooperation  with  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  have 
been  printed  and  can  be  obtained  from 
the  county  superintendent,  he  told  his 
audience  and  then  proceeded  to  ex¬ 
plain  to  them  the  purpose  of  the  sur¬ 
vey  and  the  advantages  of  its  sugges¬ 
tions. 

The  main  point  of  the  survey  that 
Mr.  Lee  touched  upon  was  the  redis¬ 
tricting  of  the  county  in  order  to  pro¬ 
vide  larger  school  districts.  That  fact 
that  the  population  of  Nodaway  County 
has  decreased  2,462  since  1910  and  3,- 
209  persons  in  white  school  population 
since  1900,  he  considers  a  significant 
fact  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in 
redistricting.  In  it  he  sees  a  great  need 
for  reducing  the  number  of  schools  now 
n  the  county,  especially  since  the  132 
school  districts,  operating  162  separate 
schools,  cannot  help  being  productive 
of  many  inequalities.  He  listed  the  in¬ 
equalities  as  follows: 

First:  Inequality  in  school  levy.  The 
school  levy  in  the  county  last  year 
ranged  from  no  levy  to  160  cents  on  the 
$100  assessed  valuation. 

“Second:  Inequality  in  assessed  valu¬ 
ation.  The  average  amount  of  assessed 
valuation  pgr  pupil  in  the  various  dis¬ 
tricts  in  the  county  ranged  from  $2,- 
937  to  $56,957.  A  child  living  in  the 
poorest  district  would  derive  only  about 
1-19  as  much  revenue  from  a  given  levy 
as  would  a  child  living  in  the  wealth¬ 
iest  district. 

“Third:  Inequality  in  educational  ex¬ 
penditure  per  pupil.  The  average  per 
pupil  cost  of  the  1930-31  school  pro¬ 
gram  ranged  from  $33  to  $269.  Some 
children  had  more  than  8  times  as 
much  money  spent  for  their  education 
as  did  some  other  children. 

Commenting  upon  the  facts  revealed 
in  the  survey,  the  State  Superintendent 
said  that  defects  in  the  present  plan 
of  administration  and  organization  were 
evident  and  presented  them  in  four 
points : 

“First:  Teachers  of  one-room  schools 
have  to  teach  so  many  classes  and  so 
many  different  subjects  each  day,  and 
have  to  lock  after  so  many  matters  of 
administrative  detail,  that  thorough 
work  is  impossible;  yet,  38.4  per  cent  of 
the  school  children  of  Nodaway  county 
attend  such  schools. 

"Second :  One  thousand  nine  hundred 
eighty-five  children  are  attending  In 
142  one-teacher  schools.  The  enroll¬ 
ment  in  the  one-teacher  schools  in 
Nodaway  county  averages  14  children 
per  school.  This  number  is  too  small  to

The  annual  fall  rush  party  of  Phi 
Phi  chapter  of  Alpha  Sigma  Alpha,  so¬ 
cial  sorority,  was  in  the  form  of  a 
plantation  dance  held  at  the  chapter 
house  on  College  Drive  at  eight  o’clock, 
September  29.

The  dance  programs  were  in  red  and 
white,  each  picturing  a  Southern  belle. 
The  program  of  dances  consisted  of 
many  novel  numbers  featuring  South¬ 
ern  melodies.  The  first  one  was  the 
“Sweetheart  Song”  sung  by  Lucille 
Stewart  and  joined  by  the  active  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  chapter.  As  "Cabin  in  the 
Cotton”  was  played,  bolls  of  cotton 
were  given  as  corsages.  A  solo  dance 
was  given  by  Marion  Tollaksen,

life,  a  group  of  Negroes,  dressed  in 
Southern  costumes,  came  in  during  the 
evening  and  entertained  with  planta¬ 
tion  melodies,  dancing,  and  banjo 
numbers.

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  is  now  in  its  twen¬ 
ty-seventh  year  as  an  organization  on 
the  Maryville  Campus.  The  local 
chapter  of  the  “Y”  has  been  approved 
by  the  National  Board  of  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada  and 
the  Southwest  District  which  includes 
Missouri,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas, 
and  Kansas. 

Tomorrow  (Thursday)  will  mark  the 
opening  of  the  membership  drive.  The 
“Y”  has  set  as  its  goal  sixty  active 
members.  A  meeting  of  the  “Y”  will 
be  held  in  room  205,  at  7:30  o’clock 
tonight,  at  which  time  plans  for  the 
drive  will  be  announced  and  commit¬ 
tees  named.  The  “Y”  expects  an  un¬ 
usually  large  freshman  membership 
this  year. 

The  “Y”  will  this  year  undertake  the 
organization  of  a  Hi-Y  Club  in  the 
College  High  School  with  the  advice 
and  aid  of  Mr.  Dieterich,  the  principal. 

The  next  trip  of  the  gospel  team  will 
probably  be  October  23.  Fifteen  will 
be  slated  for  the  trip;  at  least  five 
freshmen  will  be  on  the  list.

While  the  decrease  is  not  so  high  a 
proportion  in  these  figures,  the  same 
decrease  of  the  even-numbered  years 
over  the  odd-numbered  years  is  notice¬ 
able.  The  fact  that  these  figures  in¬ 
clude  the  city  and  town  schools  as  well 
as  the  country  schools  might  account 
for  the  more  slight  decrease  of  even 
over  odd  years  in  this  table  than  in 
the  preceding  ones.

The  same  decrease  of  the  even-num¬ 
bered  years  over  the  odd-numbered 
years  is  noticeable  in  these  figures  as 
in  the  ones  for  the  number  of  children 
graduated  from  the  elementary  schools 
of  the  country,  for  the  number  of  these 
children  entering  high  schools,  and  for 
the  number  of  students  graduated  from 
high  schools. 

The  question  now  is,  What  cause  can 
be  assigned  for  the  regularity  with 
which  a  decrease  in  all  these  figures 
appears  for  the  even-numbered  years? 
Nobody  seems  willing  to  say  definite¬ 
ly  that  the  cause  is  thus  and  so;  but 
some  who  have  noticed  the  working 
out  of  the  alternation  plan  within  the 
country  schools  of  Missouri — the  plan 
which  provides  that  the  fifth  and  sev¬ 
enth  grades  be  taught  in  the  odd-num¬ 
bered  years  and  the  sixth  and  eighth 
in  the  even-numbered  years— are  of 
the  opinion  that  this  system  may  have 
a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  matter. 
Parents  seem  to  prefer  that  their  chil¬ 
dren  take  the  grades  in  their  regular 
order  and  if  passible  see  to  it  that  they 
enter  school  so  that  this  is  possible.  If 
a  child  arrives  at  the  fifth  grade  in  an 
odd-numbered  year,  he  takes  the  grades 
regularly;  if  he  arrives  there  in  an 
even-numbered  year,  he  takes  the  sixth 
grade  before  he  does  the  fifth.  It 
looks  probable  that  the  alternation 
plan  may  account  for  the  decrease  in 
the  even-numbered  years  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  children  graduated  from  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  country,  of 
the  number  of  country  children  enter¬ 
ing  high  school,  and  of  the  number  of 
students  graduated  from  high  school. 

If  the  reasoning  is  good,  may  not  the 
same  reasoning  be  applied  in  arriving 
at  a  conclusion  about  the  cause  for  the 
decrease  in  the  number  of  students  en¬ 
tering  college  in  the  fall  of  1932  an 
even-numbered  year?  It  is  rather  re¬ 


markable,  it  seems,  that  the  decrease 
is  as  slight  ns  the  study  of  ten  Mis¬ 
souri  colleges  indicates. 


KANSAS  GORILLAS

FIRST  DEFEAT  IN  TWO  YEARS  IS

BY  PITTSBURG  TEAM. 

For  the  first  time  in  two  years  the 
Maryville  Bearcats  tasted  of  defeat, 
Friday  night,  and  incidentally  got  quite 
a  bite  of  it  at  that,  as  the  powerful 
Gorillas  at  Pittsburg,  Kan.,  tore 
through  the  Bearcat  defense  for  four 
touchdowns  and  a  25  to  0  win.

SOME  FIGURES  ON  ENROLLMENT 

College  enrollment  is  a  question  that 
is  interesting  many  people  at  the 
present  time — not  just  the  enrollment 
in  any  particular  college,  but  enroll¬ 
ment  in  colleges  in  general. 

A  study  of  the  enrollment  in  ten  col¬ 
leges  in  Missouri  shows  that  on  the 
whole  there  is  but  a  very  slight  de¬ 
crease  over  the  enrollment  of  lost  year. 
In  fact  in  the  ten  there  is  a  decrease 
from  last  year  of  only  325  students. 
Furthermore,  it  shows  that  the  de¬ 
crease  in  every  case  studied  has  been 
almost  entirely  within  the  freshman 
classes.  Colleges  report  that  the  up¬ 
per  classes  have  held  their  number  in 
almost  every  instance. 

Various  theories  have  been  express¬ 
ed  as  to  the  reason  for  the  shortage  in 
the  entering  freshman  group,  A  com¬ 
parison  of  some  figures  for  the  last 
five  or  six  years  may  or  may  not  throw 
light  upon  the  problem,  but  at  any 
rate,  they  will  indicate  that  there  may 
be  other  causes  than  the  so-called  “de¬ 
pression”  of  this  year  to  account  for 
tlie  decrease,  slight  though  it  may  be.

EXPLAINS  RECENT 
COUNTY  SURVEY 


(Continued  From  Page  One) 
permit  effective  teaching  or  efficient 
operation. 

“Third:  Approxmately  42  per  cent  of 
the  children  of  high  school  age  in  the 
county  are  living  in  districts  which  of¬ 
fer  no  high  school  program. 

"Fourth:  Many  of  the  present  school 
buildings  in  Nodaway  county  are  quite 
unsatisfactory.  Of  the  111  one-and-two- 
tenclier  buildings  on  which  data  were 
available,  72  have  satisfactory  lighting, 
93  have  approved  heating  and  ventilat¬ 
ing  systems,  G8  have  approved  tolets 

The  lack  of  improved  roads  in  some 
localities,  Mr.  Lee  recognized  as  one  of 
the  greatest  problems  to  be  met  by  any 
system  of  enlarging  districts  and  ad¬ 
vised  the  people  of  the  county  to  take 
consideration  of  logical  school  centers 
when  planning  a  rond  building  program 
for  the  future.  He  tried  to  make  it 
plain  that  the  survey  staff  did  not 
recommend  the  transportation  of  chil¬ 
dren  over  roads  known  to  be  impass¬ 
able  during  part  of  the  year  but  that 
it  had  in  mind  a  program  that  could 
be  worked  out  successfully  over  a  per¬ 
iod  of  years.  The  idea  is  to  allow  the 
present  organization  of  a  district  to 
remain  until  it  can  be  placed  upon  a 
good  road  leading  to  one  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  centers  to  be  established. 

The  question  of  taxation,  the  speak¬ 
er  dwelt  upon  at  rather  great  length, 
quoting  many  figures  and  finally  ar¬ 
riving  at  the  conclusion  that  the  State 
must  contribute  a  larger  amount  to 
public  education  or  the  schools  will 
have  to  take  a  backward  step. 

Mr.  Lee  closed  his  speech  with  a 
comparison  between  the  old  consolida¬ 
tion  law  and  the  preesnt  new  plan  of 
optional  country  redistricting.  The  old 
system  failed,  he  said,  for  many  rea¬ 
sons.  the  principal  ones  being: 

“1.  It  permitted  the  organization  of 
too  small  a  district.  Of  course  the  tax¬ 
es  were  hgh  as  a  result  and  this  led  to 
dissatsfaction. 

”2.  Too  much  gerrymandering  was 
done  in  laying  out  the  districts.  The 
shape  of  many  districts  is  conclusive 
proof  of  ths  fact. 

“.  The  dstrict  was  not  formed  on  a 
definite  plan.  More  of  a  lilt  or  miss 
proposition. 

“4.  No  survey  of  the  entre  county 
was  made.  The  educational  nterests  of 
the  proposed  district  were  not  studied 
in  comparison  to  the  needs  of  the  whole 
county. 

“5.  Rural  districts  were  ‘gobbled’  up 
by  a'  small  town  or  village.  This  led  to 
unrest.  Litigation  was  started.  Many 
districts  have  spent  large  sums  in  le¬ 
gal  battles.” 

In  support  of  the  new  plan  he  of¬ 
fered  the  following  as  being  reasons 
for  its  justification: 

“1.  It  guarantees  that  when  districts 
are  formed  they  will  be  large  enough 
to  maintain  an  efficient  school. 

“2.  No  gerrymandering  can  be  done. 
A  plan  will  be  laid  out  for  the  entire 
county. 

“3.  A  survey  of  the  entire  county  is 
made.  The  educational  interests  of  each 
section  are  determined. 

"4.  No  coercion  can  be  used.  Each 
district  will  remain  as  it  Is  until  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  voters  of  that  district  vote 
to  make  a  change.  After  the  county 
redistricting  board  makes  its  report  all 
enlarged  districts  in  a  county  must  be 
made  according  to  the  board’s  recom¬ 
mendations.”

DR.  MEHUS  WRITES 
ON  DISARMAMENT 

PUBLISHES  ARTICLE  IN  SEPTEM¬ 
BER  “HIGH  SCHOOL  TEACHER,” 

A  JOURNAL  OF  EDUCATION. 

"Disarmament  or — Another  Slaugh¬ 
ter"  an  article  in  the  September  “High 
School  Teacher"  was  written  by  Dr.  O. 
Myking  Mehus  of  the  Social  Science 
Department.  This  magazine  is  a  na¬ 
tional  journal  of  secondary  education, 
published  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 

In  this  article  Dr.  Mehus  traces  the 
close  relationship  that  exists  between 
war  and  armaments.  He  quotes  several 
world  statesmen  who  declare  that 
peace  will  never  come  through  large 
armies  and  navies,  but  that  peace  can 
be  secured  only  through  a  drastic  dis¬ 
armament  program  entered  into  by  the 
nations  of  the  world. 

“The  failure  of  militarism  in  the  post 
is  clearly  apparent,”  Dr.  Mehus  says  in 
this  article.  “Between  the  years  1853 
and  1913  the  nations  of  Europe  spent 
approximately  $45,000,000,000  for  mili¬ 
tary  purposes.  Today  the  nations  are 
spending  about  five  billion  dollars  a 
year  for  military  purposes.  The  United 
States  is  spending  over  $700,000,000  an¬ 
nually,  or  more  than  any  other  coun¬ 
try  in  the  world. 

“It  is  hard  to  justify  the  tremendous 
expense  when  we  remember  that  Pres¬ 
ident  Hoover  tells  us  that  we  are  safer 
from  foreign  aggression  today  then  we 
have  been  at  any  time  in  the  past  fifty 
years  and  when  Chief  Justice  Charles 
E.  Hughes  says,  ‘So  far  as  we  can  see 
into  the  future,  the  United  States  is 
not  in  the  slightest  danger  from  ag¬ 
gression.  In  no  single  power  and  in 
no  possible  combination  of  powers  lies 
any  menace  to  our  security.’ 

“As  we  contemplate  the  cost  of  the 
last  war  in  terms  of  money,  human  suf¬ 
fering  and  death,  and  the  shattering  of 
ideals  and  character,  we  realize  that  in 
modern  war  no  nation  wins.  Every  na¬ 
tion  lost  the  world  war.  Every  nation 
came  out  of  it  poorer  in  every  sense  of 
the  word. 

“Because  of  the  fact  that  no  nation 
can  win  a  modern  war  we  might  have  a 
right  to  insist  that  assurance  of  victory 
in  case  of  war  is  not  enough.  What  is

needed  today,  if  civilization  Is  to  bt 
preserved,  is  peace.  Our  nation  must  be 
secured  not  merely  against  defeat,  but 
we  must  be  insured  against  war  Itself, 
for  if  war  comes  then  the  fat  is  already 
in  the  fire,  and  we  lose.  The  only  way 
to  safeguard  a  nation  today  is  to  keep 
it  out  of  war.  Therefore,  we  say  that 
the  real  defenders  of  a  nation  are  those 
who  strive  unceasingly  for  better  under¬ 
standing  among  nations  to  the  end  that 
peace  may  be  preserved  and  that  civili¬ 
zation  may  not  be  destroyed.” 

What  we  need  today,  Dr.  Mehus  said 
is  not  large  armies  and  large  navies, 
but  what  we  need  is  world  understand¬ 
ing  and  world  sympathy.  Just  as  duel¬ 
ling  between  individuals  has  been  abol¬ 
ished  by  an  enlightened  public  opinion, 
so  barbaric  slaughter  will  be  eliminated. 
Just  as  slavery  has  been  abolished  in 
all  civilized  nations,  because  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  human  slavery  was  eco¬ 
nomically  and  morally  unsound,  so  the 
bloody  butchery  called  war,  will  be  dis¬ 
carded.  Instead  of  wasting  seven  hun¬ 
dred  million  dollars  for  implements  of 
carnage  and  slaughter,  let  us  rather 
spend  it  where  it  will  insure  security 
and  protection — let  us  spend  it  in  build¬ 
ing  up  international  friendship  and 
good  will. 

"The  man  who  is  a  friend  of  every¬ 
one  needs  no  pistol,  and  the  nation  that 
is  similarly  situated  has  no  need  for 
armies  and  navies.  As  the  poet  says: 

‘Were  half  the  power  that  fills  the 
world  with  terror, 

Were  half  the  wealth  bestowed  ou 
camps  and  courts, 

Given  to  redeem  the  human  mind  from 
error, 

There  were  no  need  for  arsenals  or 
forts.’  ”
